Campaign For 


Low Income Families Launched; 
Chairmen And Helpers Selected 


The Cotton Mattress Demon- 
stration program under which low 
income families will be supplied 
with cotton and ticking for mat- 
tresses was started in Coffee Coun- 
ty on Monday, March 25th, ac- 
cording to a joint announcement 
this week by Hugh D. Sexton, 
County Agent, Mamie Mathews, 
Home Agent, and other agricul- 
tural workers of the county. 

This is an Wxtension Service 
program in cooperation with the 
Federal Surplus Commodities Cor- 
poration, Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration, and other agencies 
in the county, It is designed to 
make part of the cotton surplus 
available to low income families 
who will be taught by the home 
demonstration agents and other 
mattress making leaders to make 
comfortable mattresses for home 
use, 

According to information 
the Extension office in this 


given 
coun- 


ty, the following provisions are 
to be followed: 
1. Secretary Wallace nas de- 


fined ‘low income family” to mean 
any family having a total income 
(not including products raised for 
home consumption) of not more 
than $400, At least one-half of 
the income must be derived from 
agricultural operations, 

2. Applications for this assist- 
ance will be taken by designated 
farm women in this county. Hach 
application will be for 50 pounds 
of cotton and 10 yards of ticking 
which {is the amount needed for 
a full size double mattress, 

38. The County AAA commit- 
tee will review the applications 
to determine whether the family 
applying is in the low-income 
group. The committee will make 
use of AAA data in the county 
AAA office in determining the in- 
come of the family. Orders for 
the material will be prepared by 
the county AAA office. 

4. A woman club leader will 
serve as chairman of the program 
in each community. 

5. Trained mattress-making 
demonstrators will be available in 
each community to help the se- 
lected families make the mattress- 
es with materials furnished by 
the FSCC. 

6. After the cotton and ticking 
material is received by the farm 
family, one or more members of 
the family will go to the designat- 
ed place in the community where 
the mattresses are being made. 

7. It will be necessary for each 
famiy to provide their own mat- 
tress-making needles, thread and 
cord for tacking when construct- 
ing the mattresses. Fifty-five 
cents will be collected with each 
application for taking care of these 
items, 

8. Hach family which receives 
the material agrees that the mat- 
tress will be used by the family 
and not traded or sold or other- 
wise disposed of. 

The County Agricultural work- 
ers pointed out that additional de- 
tails of the plan will be given 
upon request. 

Definite plans for taking appli- 
cations all over the county have 
not beem made at this writing. 
These plans will be made in the 
very near future and all families

Matthew 28:16-20. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Ye shall be witnesses 
unto me. . unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.—Acts 1:8, 


LESSON TE 


World conquest! The dream of dic- 
tators and of national leaders down 
through the ages is to be accom- 
plished, for there is One who has 
the authority to claim such a place 
of leadership who will one day rule, 
for then “the kingdoms of this 
world" will have become ‘the king- 
doms of our Lord, and of his Christ; 
and He shall reign for ever and 
ever"’ (Rey. 11:15). While we await 
His coming to take the throne are 
we to sit idly by? No indeed, for 
even now Christ has all authority 
and He has commissioned His fol- 
lowers to go out and to serve Him in 
all the world by making disciples In 
every nation. 

I, The Obedient Disciples (vy. 16, 
17). 

The Lord never fails to keep His 
Word, but often His followers miss 
great blessing because they fail to 
keep their appointments with Him. 
He had told His disciples that after 
His resurrection He would meet 
them in Galilee, and we read that 


they met Him at the appointed 
place, One trembles to think of 
what they and we might have 


missed if they had failed to meet 
Him. 

His promise to us Js just as true 
and definite. ‘‘Where two or three 
are gathered in my name, there am 
I In the midst of them’’ (Matt. 18: 
20) applies to us today. If we meet 
Him at the appointed place, bless- 
ing will come to us and will flow out 
through us to all the world. 

Observe that ‘‘some doubted,” 
that Js, they were perplexed and un- 
certain about the risen Saviour. If 
they persisted in their lack of faith 
we know that it must have shut them 
out of a great blessing, but at the 
same time it did not hinder the 
Lord's gracious ministry to His oth- 
er disciples. 

II, The All-Powerful Leader (vy. 
18). 

Quietly and without any fanfare, 
Jesus announced that all power was 


given unto Him; or as the Revised |. 


Version more appropriately trans- 
lates the word, ‘‘all authority.’’ He 
does have all power, but He has 
more. He has the supreme authori- 
ty which gives Him the right to rule 
over the entire creation, heaven and 
earth, spiritual as well as material. 


No man in his right mind has ever 
laid claim to authority over even so 
much as the earth, but here is One 
who without hesitation or qualifica- 
tion declares that to Him has been 
given all authority in heaven as well 
as in earth, that is, over the entire 
creation. Surely it is God Himself 
who here speaks to us, 

Wil, The Great Commission (yy. 
19, 20a). 

“Tt is the sublimest of all specta- 
cles to see the risen Christ without 
money or army or state, charging 
this band of 500 men and women 
with world conquest and bringing 
thern to believe it possible and to un- 
dertake it with serious passion and 
power. Pentecost is still to come, 
but dynamic faith rules on this 


mountain in Galilee’ (Dr. A. T. 
Robertson). 
Such faith and such a commis- 


sion call for a worldwide mission. 
The church or individual without a 
worldwide missionary vision assur- 
edly does not have the viewpoint of 
Christ. Observe also that it is an 
evangelistic mission. We are not 
called to entertain the world, nor 
primarily to improve the social or- 
der, Our business is to ‘make dis- 
ciples,”’ that is, true followers of Je- 
sus Christ, which they can only be- 
come through accepting Him as Sa- 
viour and Lord. 


Such a ministry will inevitably be 
a teaching ministry. ‘Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the word 
of God"' (Rom, 10:17). How foolish 
is the preacher or evangelist who 
fails to teach the Word of God. It is 
His appointed method which cannot 
fail. Christian baptism is also a 
vital part of the Great Commission, 
It was first practiced at Pentecost 
(Acts 2) and later in the Church 
(Acts 8 and 10), 

IV. The Abiding Presence (y, 20b). 


There is no other statement of fact 
(for it is more than a promise) any- 
where or by anyone that can com- 
pare with the assurance of Christ 
that He is with His witnesses al- 
ways, even unto the end of the age. 


Consider first of all who is to be 
with us, namely, the Son of God, 
the risen Christ, the One with all 
authority in heaven and earth! Then 
note that He is to be with His dis- 
ciples ‘‘always."’ How important that 
is, for as we well know, the inspira- 
tion of even the greatest human 
leader largely goes with him to the 
grave. The Lord Jesus, on the other 
hand, is with each one of His chil- 
dren always. What assurance that 
fact brings to His witnesses for 
Christ as he gives himself joyfully 
to the carrying out of the Great 
Commission!

Does poultry pay? 

Mrs. Cy Crumpler of Camp 
Ground vocational adult class says 
it does, ‘ 


Last March Mrs, Crumpler 
bought 100 New Hampshire red 
biddies and by careful manage- 


ment and work raised all of them 
to be grown chickens, She raised 
them in a brooder, fed them start- 
ing mash at first and later fed 
them growing mash, 

From her brood she sold 60 two- 
months-old fryers for $28.77. 

The remaining chickens were fed 
eying mash and home grown feed, 
These started laying when they 
were 4% to 5 months old, Most 
of the hens were laying during 
Christmas when eggs brought a 
good price, In January, the 40 
bens were examined and blood 
tested with only one being culled 
out because it was undersize, This 


left 89 hens, every one a good 
layer, 
During Christmas week Mrs, 


Crumpler sold 18 dozen eggs and 
had plenty for her own Christmas 


baking and home use, January 
was @n Unusually cold month and 
the hens didn’t lay as much us 
usual, but $10.58 worth of eggs 
was sold. No accurate account of 
the money earned from selling 
eggs was kept until December, 

With her flock this year Mrs. 
Crumpler says she is planning to 
profit by her last year’s experience 
by making the following improve- 
ments; 

1, Start biddies February 15 so 
more hens will lay during the 
Christmas season when eggs bring 
the best price, 

2. Raise more feed for 
chickens to reduce feed costs, 

3. Keep an accurate account of 
cost and profit on chickens from 
the very beginning, 

Mrs. Crumpler says the money 
earned from selling fryers and 
eggs has paid for her biddies and 
feed and in addition has given her 
some cash income during the win- 
ter months, Besides this, she has

ADULT EVENING CLASS MEM- 
BERS JOIN IN SWEET POTATO 
IMPROVEMENT PROJECT 


Some sixty members of the Ba- 
sin, Brooklyn, Pine Level, Mount 
Zion and Zion Chapel vocational 
evening classes are making plans 
to purchase from one to five thous- 
and draws each of the new im- 
proved copper skin Porto Rica 
sweet potato variety,’ to be set out 
around the middle of April. 

These plants will be set out as 
mother patches and the main field 
to be planted from cuttings raised 
from the early plants set out. 

Results of a study made of the 
sweet potato situation in these 
communities indicate a great need 
for better sweet potato seed, The 
present potatoes are diseased and 
heavy losses result during winter 
storage. 

These new plants will be ordered 
cooperatively from one of the best 
growers selling certified potato 
plants of this variety, It is propb- 
able that the plants will come from 
South Carolina, where this new va- 
riety is more highly developed than 
in most any other section. 

The northern markets have just 
in the last year or so changed over 
to using this new variety of po- 
tatoes and every indication points 
to greater demands in the future, 

The above work is being carried 
on in evening class work with 
adults of the above named com- 
munities under the direction of W. 
L. Walsh, vocational agriculture 
field worker of the Elba area,— 
Vocational Farm and Home News. 

Two important practices on Ala- 
bama farms during the next few 
weeks should be the planting of 
kudzu and trees. The Triple-A 
program helps farmers to defray 
the cost of these practices by 
making a payment of $6 an acre 
for kudzu and $7.50 per acre for 
planting trees. Under the 1940 
Triple-A program, farmers may 
earn $30 in addition to other pay- 
ments by planting as much as 
four acres of trees.

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Land Owners Will Be Benefitted By 


Creating Soil Conservation District 


By SS. R. DOUGHTY 
Extension Soil Conservationist 


Society and farmer have a ‘mu- 
tual interest in the land. They 
share the responsibility of its pro- 
ductivity. In the past, however, 
society and the farmer have been 
unable to enter fully and freely 
into such a partnership, The 
mechanism for doing so has been 
lacking. Now, however, Alabama 
and a large majority of the other 
states have enacted state soil con- 
servation district laws which pro- 
vide the machinery for the farmer 
and society to cooperate in con- 
trolling soil erosion. 

The basic principle underlying 
this law (Act No. 147, approved 
March 18, 1939) is that of placing 
the responsibility of formulating 
and carrying out an erosion con- 
trol program squarely upon the 
Shoulders of local land owners, 
Moreover, it requires that the in- 
itiative for the program must come 
from local people and rise from 
local needs, No soil conservation 
district can be formed unless the 
people want it, and then not un- 
less they register this want first 
by petition and later by a favor- 
able vote in a referendum, Once 
a district is formed, control of its 
affairs rests in the hands of local 
people, 

The purpose of the law, then, 
briefly speaking, is to provide a 
mechenism to help landowners to 
cooperate in dealing with a prob- 
lem that affects them all and must 
be met by community action. 

During the past year, three soil 
conservation districts were organ- 
ized and are now functioning in 
a splendid manner, They are the 


Piedmont, Central Alabama, 
Tombigbee-Warrior districts. 

The landowners of Coffee Coun- 
ty will help decide, in the referen- 
dum to be held on April 20, wheth- 
er or not the proposed Wiregrass 
Soil Conservation District is ere- 
ated. If this district is voted in, 
many landowners are asking’ what 
the program will be. Briefly, here 
it is: As soon as a program of 
work plan for the district has been 
developed and approved by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, each 
county in the district will become 
a “work unit” and trained soil con- 
servation workers will be assigned 
to each unit to assist landowners 
in working out a five-year land 
use plan and cropping program 
designed to control erosion and to 
conserve soil and water. The soil 
conservation practices included in 
the farm plan will be those now 
recommended by the Hxperiment 
Station, “ Hxtension Service and 
Soil Conservation Service, 

Since it has been determined 
that the best approach to the 
problems of soil conservation on 
every farm is through that of wise 
use of the land, the farm plan 
will include a land use program 
involving every acre of the entire 
farm. The goal, then, in every 
farm plan will be to utilize and 
devote every acre to that crop 
which it is best adapted in keep- 
ing with the needs of the farm 
and its owner, 

It has been found that the soil 
conservation payment, Triple-A, 
will, if intelligently used over a 
five-year period, cover the cost of 
seeds, fertilizer, etc., needed in 
carrying out a complete soil con-
